AUSTIN, Texas, Jan. 10.—(Spl.) 


—New charters granted to Texas 
corporations 
during 
December 


showed a marked rise hoth over 
the preceding month and 
over 


December, 1933, according to the 
University of Texaus Bureau of 
Business Research. Capitalization 
of 
the 
new 
companies 
totaled 


$4,323,000, an increase of 238 per 
cent over November and 330 per 
cent over December last 
year. 


The number of new corporations 
totaled 122, against 104 In No- 
vember and 94 in December a 
xear ago. 


For the entire year 1934, how- 


ever, total capitalization of the 
new corporations aggregated only 
S22,380,000, a drop of 21 per cent 
from that of 1933, and the total 
number of new companies was 
1,441, ». decline of 8 per 
cent 


from the year before, the bu- 
reaus report said. 
These facts 


tend to emphasize the rising trend 
in new charters which has been 
taking place in recent months. 


Oil, 
merchandising, and trans- 


portation companies showed the 
greatest Increase in the nember 
of new charters 
granted.

number of charters granted to 
oiit-of-state

December also increased sharply 
both over the preceding monthj 
and over December last year.

A] Reich, the ex-prize fighter 
who was Jafsie's aide and com- 
panion during the ransom nego- 
tiations, went back to the witness 
chair to complete the account he 
played In the famous case. 
Justice Thomas W. Trenchard, 


who arrived with his usual punc- 
tuality, had difficulty making his 
way through the press of specta- 
tors in the court aisles. 
Even Hauptmann's path 
was 


crowded as he was led in by his 
guards, and he had to thread his 
way carefully through the pack. 
Pale as usual, he wore a far-away 
set expression until his wife arriv- 
ed and sat nearby him. Then his 
features softened and he smiled at 
her. 
Mrs. Hauptmann's 
eyes 


looked tired and her face was 
deeply lined. They talked togeth- 
er.Chief Defense Counsel Edward 
J. Reilly was a fresh-appearing, 
commanding figure as he strode 
into the court, a large white car- 
nation in his buttonhole.

A. In the most beautiful bor- 


ough in the xvorld— 
Dr. Condon's answer was cut 
short by a demand from defense 
counsel that it be stricken from 
the record.

ask for more. 
The defense frequently Inter- 


rupted to ask for less. 
Condon then said Hauptman was 
the "John" of the ransom pay- 
ment.

Condon 
identified one ransom 
note as having been received on 
the night of "about March 9. 1932." 
He identified it, he said, "by the 
peculiar symbol of three holes" 
as well as by its general appear- 
ance. 


"I thought it strange," he relat- 
ed, recalling the receipt of the 
first letter from the kldjiaper des- 
ignating him as the go between. 
Said He Felt Pleased. 
"I felt rather pleased that I was 
so honored." 


To open the ransom negolta- 
tions, Jafsie related how an adver- 
tisement was placed in the New 
York American. 
"I accept, money is ready. Jaf- 
sie," the notice read, as directed 
by the kidnaper. 


The ransom notes he left with 


Col. Lindbergh, he said, and re- 
turned to the Bronx. 


"Did you get a response to your 
advertisement?" 
"I did, I received another letter. 
"I received this letter bv mes- 
senger at my front door." 
That was the Saturday after the 
advertisement appeared. 
He said 'I went to Mr. Rosen- 
heirn's place and called its con- 
tents to a gentleman at the other 
end of the wire in Hopewell, New 
Jersey.'' 


"And," he continued under Ques- 
tioning "then I went to the home 
of Col. Lindbergh at Hopewell." 
Dr. Condon said he did no^ use 
the telephone in his own home 
to call Col. Lindbergh, because: 
"I never use my telephone for 


anything that will annoy my fam- 
ily.1'/ Slept In Baby's Nursery. 


Condon said that on the night 
he stayed at Lindbergh's Hopewell 
home, "I slept in the baby's nur- 
sery." 


Condon's disclosure of his quar- 
ters at the Lindbergh home was 
accompanied by a slight "Ah,1 
that seemed to undulate over the 
packed court. 


Wilentz then read a note 
In 
which Dr. Condon was advised to 
drive "100 feet beyond the last 
station'1 on the Jerome avenue 
subway line, where the last ran- 
som note was found. 
It read: 
"Dear Sir: We trust you but we 


will note come in your haus It is 
to danger even you can not know

watching you. 


"Follow this instruction, take a 
car and dive to the last subway 
station from Jerome ave line. 100

Wilentz stopped him to identify 
a picture. 


"That is the exact way the stand 
looked the night I was there," 
"Jafsie" enunciated. 


Wilentz stopped the old man In 
one of his bursts of loquacity. 


The defense objected. 
"Let him answer the question, 
please?" Fisher demanded. 
"Answer, then," Wilentz urged. 
He went off on another verbal 


spree on his early training. 
He said he had received a Bach- 
elor of Arts degree at 
fte 
City 


College of New York, a Master of 
Arts "at that beautiful and peace- 
ful" 
Fordham 
University: ^and 


Doctor of Pedagogy degree at 
New York University. 
Education Cut Short. 
He said his education was cut 
short when "at an early age I 
was compelled to assume the bur- 
den of supporting mv family." 
He said he had been a telegra- 
pher. 


"And 
I taught In New York 


public schools for 46 years," he 
added. 
"Please dont' mind my Inter- 
rupting you doctor," said Wilentz 
after halting him at one occasion. 
"I'm 
delighted,'1 chuckled- the 
doctor. 


The teacher Insisted on telling 
"what I told Mr. Reich," only to 
be interrupted time after time by 
the prosecution and defense. 
"I object to what he said at 
that time," Fisher would thunder. 
"Now, just don't tell us what 


you said but only what you did," 
Wilentz gently cautioned. 


Condon is almost old enough to 
bo Wilentz's grandfather. 


Condon taught "boys" of Wi- 
lentz's present age about the time 
the attorney general was born.

prosecution handled the 
venerable old doctor with the pa- 
tience he might employ with a 
child. 


Condon was a difficult 
student. 
Wilentz was a tireless, kindly 
teacher. • 


Condon would grin sheepishly

lawn cemetery.

cemetery?" Wilentz asked. 
"John." 
"And 
who is John?" 


"Bruno Richard Hauptmann." 
Condon said "the man was in- 


side the cemetery gate." 


Q.And then what happened. 


Kent Waving Handkerchief 
A. Well, he kept waving the 


handkerchief through the bars of 
the gate. 


Q. Then? 
Then I went and said "I know 


you." 


Alarmed by a, rustle in 
the 


cemetery, John quickly scaled the 
cemetery fence "Turner fashion," 
Condon related. 


John ran, saying "cops" were 


there, he added. 


As "John" fled into Van Cort- 


landt Park, Jafsle continued, "I 
said hey come back here. Don't 
be cowardly. Here I am a poor 
school teacher and you're leaving 
me here to be drilled!" 
, 


Jafsie related how he caught 


up with John and sat down with 
him on a park bench. 


"He told me, 'It's too danger- 


ous. It's twenty years or burn'." 


"Then ho asked me, 'Would I 


burn if the baby were dead?' 


"I told him not if he hadn't 


killed the baby and if he would 
tell all about it." 


Condon said he himself took 


the safety pins from the baby's 
bed "with, as you 
might say, 


'French leave'." 


He said he had them when he 
met "John" in the cemetery. 


Only Go-Between. 
" 'I'm only the go-between' he 


told me," Condon said. 


Condon told how he besought 


John to quit the gang he said 
he represented, but John said the 
"leader" 
would 
"smack 
him 


down." 


"'Are. you a German?'" Con- 


don said he asked 
him 
and 
"John'1 replied: 
1 "No, a Scandinavian'." 
John also told him that night 


the abduction had been "prepared

already," 
but

adamant when Jafste pleaded to 
be taken to the baby. 


Condon said he urged .the ran- 


som collector to take him to the 
baby. 


"That was all I wanted," he 


declared, "to take 
that 
baby 


back to its mother's arms." 


"He said they'd flash a light 


from a boat," Condon went on. 
"An! I said Col. Lindbergh would 
go anywhere In a plane to re- 
cover his little child." 


Condon continued, 
"he 
said 


he'd send me the baby'* sleeping 
auit." 


"Is this it?" 
Wilentz handed 
him an 
ex- 
hibit. 


"That is the baby's suit I re- 
ceived," Condon said. 


Conversation Lasted An Hour 
Condon said the cemetery con- 


versation lasted an hour and 10 
or 15 minutes. 


The fantastic 
conference that 


cold night In Van Cortlandt Park 
eventually broke up, after John 
promised to send him the Bleep- 
ing suit. ' 


Court recessed for 10 minutes 
at 11:39 A. E. S. with the Bronx 
educator still on direct examina- 
tion. 


Condon left court during the re- 


cess but he was back 
on 
the 


stand genial and smiling when 
the session resumed. 


The next chapter was how the 


sleeping suit arrived at his Bronx 
home in accordance with "John's" 
promise. 


"I opened It in my parlor." 
Q. Who was present? 
A. Col. Lindbergh 
and Col. 


Breckinridge. 


Letter Bead to Jury. 
The letter, which Condon iden- 


tified as coming with the gar- 
ment, was read to the Jury by 
Wilentz. It gave fresh 
instruc- 


tions for the negotiations, direct- 
ing an advertisement be publish- 
ed In a New York paper: 
"I accept. Money is ready." 
Hauptmann's arms were fold- 
ed across his chest. He P*id no 
attention to Wilentz as the at- 
torney general read and spelled 
his way through the gramatically 
and 
orthographically 
incorrect 


ransom note. 


The witness told how he placed 


the 
ad 
beginning "I 
accept. 


Money4 is ready" in a New York 
paper, after conferring with Col. 
Breckinridge. 


"Following that did you 
re- 


ceive another letter or note?" 


"Yes, I did." 
"I brought Colonel Lindbergh 


Into the living room, 
then 
I 


spread the sleeping suit on the 
piano, and he saw it," Condon 
said, extending a hand as though 
offering the garment to the fly- 
ing colonel. 
'I asked Colonel Lindbergh if 
I was doing right, and he said it 
was all right. 


Did What Notes Said. 
'Then I went ahead and did 


what the notes said for me to 
do." 


Wilentz again 
carefully 
read 
this note to the attentive jury, 
stressing the bad spelling. 


The note follows: 
"Dear Sir: You and Mr. Lind- 


bergh know ouer 
program. If 


you don't accept den we will wait 
until! you agree with ouer deel. 
We know you have to come to us 
anyway. 
But why should Mrs. 


and Mr. Lindbergh suffer longer 
as necessary. 
We will note com- 


municate with you or Mr. Lind- 
bergh until you write so in the 
paper. 


•We will tell you again: this 


kidnaping cace whas 
prepared 


for a year already so the police 
wont have any looks to find us 
or the child. You only puch ev- 
eryding further out did you send 
that little package to Mr. Lind- 
bergh it contains the sleepingsult 
from the baby. 
The 
baby 
is 


well." 


Reilly Grows Red, 
Turning from the Jury Wilentz 


asked Condon if he had inserted 
another ad in the papers as 
the 


result of this latest note from 
John 
"I ' did," said the doctor. 
Reilly, always ruddy of face, 


was a beet-like crimson. 
The advertisement was not read 


in court, and the attorney gen^ 
eral offered Jafsie a ransom let- 
ter postmarked March 29, 1932. 


Jafsie said the communication 


arrived at his Bronx home. He 
persued it with exerting careful- 
ness. 
"That Is the letter I received," 


he said emphatically. 


Wilentz took the 
letter 
and 


walked over to the jury. 


Once more the jurors heard an- 


other of the strange epistles John 
sent Jafsie. 
Wilentz read slowly. 


It was: 
"Dear Sir: It is note necessary 


to furnish any code. You and 
Mr. Lindbergh know ouer pro- 
gram very well we will keep the 
child in our save plase until we 
have the money In hand but if 
the deal is note closed until the 
8 or April we will ask for 30000 
more also note 70000-100000. 


"How can Mr. Lindbergh fol- 


low so many false clues he knows 
we are the right party ouer sig- 
nature is still the same as in the 
ransom note, but 
if Mr. Lind- 


bergh likes to fool around for 
another month we cant help it. 


"Once he has to come to us 
anyway but if he keeps on wait- 
ing we will double ouer amount 
there is absolute no fear about 
the child. It is well.' 


Wilentz gave Condon still an- 


other note—a ransom note enclos- 
ed in the usual transparent en- 
velope by the state to preserve 
these documents. 


"Yes Sir, I received that letter," 


he replied. 


Admitted In Evidence. 
The note was admitted in evi- 


dence and 
once again Wilentz 


read to the jury. 
» It 
said: 


"Dear 
Sir; Have the money 


ready by Saturday eve we will 
inform you where and how to 
deliver it. 
Have the money in 


one bundle we want you to put 
it a sertaln place there Is no fear 
that somebody els will take it, 
we watch everything closely pleace 
lett us know if you are agre and 
ready for action by Saturday eve 
—If yes put In the paper. 


"Yes 
everything OK. 


"It is a very cimble delivery 


but we find out very son if there 
is any trap. 
After 8 houers you 


gete the adr. from the boy, on 
the place you find two laddies. 
They are innocence. 


"If it is to late we put It In 


the New York 
American 
for 


Saturday morning. Put it In New 
York Journal.' 


He then identified the ad he 


placed in the paper, following his 
receipt of that note. 


"I accept. 
Money Is ready," 


said the ad which appeared April 


Money Brought to Home. 
It was on that day the ransom 


money was brought to Condon's 
Bronx home, Jafsie said. 


It was on this day, too, he went 


on, that a note from John was 
delivered at his home. 


The note said: 
"Dear Sir: Take a car and. fol- 


low Trement Ave to the East 
until you reach the Number 3225 
East Tremont Ave. 
"It is a nursery 
"Bergen 


\ 


"Greenhauses Florist 
"There is a table standing out- 


side right on the door, you find 
ft letter undernead the table cov- 
ert with a stone read and follow 
Instruction don't speak to anyone 
on che way. If there Is a radio 
alarm for police car we warn 
you. 
We have the same equip- 


ment. 
Have the money In one 


bundle. 
We give you 3-4 of an 


houer to reach the place." 


Tells Tale of Rendezvous. 
Jafsle then, In his pedagogical 


way, began the tale of the ride 
he and the flying colonel took to 
the ransom payment rendezvous. 


Following the kidnaper's Instruc- 


tions, the doctor said, they drove 
to a greenhouse where he found 
another note beneath a stone un- 
der a table in front of the place. 


Wilentz showed him a piece of 


paper. 


Condon Identified the .note as 
"the one I received. It was 
under the stone." 


Wilsntz read the note: 
"Cross the street and follow the 


fence from the cemetery to 233 
street I will meet you." 
Recess for lunch wag taken at 


12:32 p. m. 


Court resumed at 1:46 p. m. 
"Jafsle'1 took the stand again. 
Wilentz picked up the question- 


Ing from where he left off—the 
trip of Jafsle and Lindbergh to 
St. Raymond's cemetery to pay 
the $50,000 ransom for the safe 
return of a child long since dead. 
"I showed him (Col. Lindbergh) 


the note," related Jofsle, describ- 
ing his actions after getting the 
note at the greenhouse. 
'I then walked across the street 


following the directions of the 
note. 


Hey, Doctor! 
"I then walked along the east 


side of Tremont Avenue past the 
entrance of the gate of the cem- 
etery." 
He said he saw no one and 
was retracing his steps to report 
to the colonel when he heard him- 
self hailed In a loud voice. 
"Then all of a sudden I heard 


behind me a voice calling.. 
"'Hey, 
Doctor. 
Over here!'," 


Condon said. 
Dr. Condon lengthened the "O" 


and rolled the "R" In Doctor to 
give it a slight foreign accent, 
"Then I walked back 
toward' 


the voice, which seemed to come 
from a mound In St 
Raymond's 


cemetery. 


Q. How far did you go? 
A. I went about 10 feet, and 


there again I heard the same voice 
as I heard when I was up on 
the corner when he called, "Hey, 
Doctor.' 


Q. Then what? 
A He said 'Have you got the 
money?' 


Asks IB Lindbergh On. 
"I said, 'Col. Lindbergh has It," 


Condon continued.' 
"He said, 'Is he on?' 
"I said I dont know.' 
'He said, 'Give me the money'. 
"I said, 'not 'till you give me 
a 
receipt—beg pardon—a 
note, 
saying we'll get the baby. 
"I said, 'Col. Lindbergh Is not . 


so rich. Why don't you be decent I 
to him?' 
'"Well I suppose If ye can't get I 


70 well take 50. In 10 minutes 
I get the note and come back.'" 


He told how he returned to Col. 


Lindbergh, and got the box con- 
taining $50,000, Lindbergh 
first 
removing the additional 
$20,000 


which had been brought along. 


He returned to the rendezvous 
at the hedge, he went on. 


Q. What happened then? 
A. He was crouched down un- 


der the hedge. I said 'come on, 
stand up like a man, I have the 
money. 


I said come on give me the 


note. 


He put his hand In a coat poc- 


ket. 


I could look down on him as he 
was crouching there, and I said 
'give me the note.' 


Described Giving Money. 
Jafsie then described how he 


extended the money to "John" on 
his left arm in the box. 


I took the note from' his left 


hand and he took the money with 
his right. 


Jafsie said he started to depart 


to bring the sealed note to Lind- 
bergh. 
"Vait," John cried, Jafsle testi- 
fied. 


"John" then, took the money 
out pf the box to make sure It 
was all right," he explained. 


Condon told of the ransom pay- 
ment. 


"He said 'all of them said your 


work was perfect." 
"I said 'There is no other way 


to act. The truth 'should be told 
to a kidnaper as well as a judge.' 


"He said 'the crowd thinks you 


are fine.' 
"I said 'If you're giving me a 


chance to get that baby it's 
all right. If not I'll follow you 
to Australia.' 


"Then he said 'Good night, and 
I said 'Good night, John." 


Wilentz then asked him "Who 
is 'John?" 


Nameo "John" Again. 
"'John' 
Is 
Bruno 
Rudolf—or 
rather Bruno 
Richard 
Haupt- 


man.' 


Condon corrected himself. 
After Condon's Identification of 
Hauptmann for the third time, 
the note Instructing searchers to 
go to a boat was read to the jury. 
It was: 
"The boy Is on board Nelly it 


was small boad 28 feet long two 
person are on the boad the are 
innosent. 
"You will find the boad between 


Horscneck Beach and Gay Head 
near Elisabeth Island." 
He said that Col. Lindbergh and 


his attorney. Col. Breckenrldge 
were present when the note was 
read. 
He said the three of them start- 


ed to the hunt.

A. Down to 70th street near 


Central Park West . . . It was 
the late Senator Morrow's library. 


Q. From Senator

A. Col. Lindbergh. 


Arrived Karly. 
Jafsle said the party arrived 


at Bridgeport about 4 or 5 a. m. 
and left again at daybreak. 


"We went in an airplane from 


Bridgeport to the vicinity of Gay 
Head." 
Q. Did Col. Lindbergh find his 


baby? 


A. No. 
Q. Did you find the boat Nel- 


lie? 


A. No. 
Q. Who piloted the plane? 
A. Col. Charles E. Lindbergh. 
"Jafsie" gave the wrong mid- 
dle initial for the nations most 
celebrated aviator. 


H« said! the flight took several 


hours. "Then the Colonel gave up 
and we flew back to land again," 
he added. 


Received No Reply. 


"Jafsie" said that, following the 
search he wrote to "John." 
"I wrote 'What Is wrong? Have 


you double-crossed me?" 


Q. Did you get any answer? 
A. I received no response, 
Q. Did you see John again? 
A. "Set. 
I saw him near the 
Wllliamsbridge section 
of

"I was on a bus and he was 


walking in the opposite direction. 
"I did not pursue him, because 


he went Into a woods." - - 


He" caid that wa» In August, 


1934.

GO SAYS OFFICIAL 


GAMES OF~CHANCE WILL 
NOT BE TOLERATED SAYS 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY 


"Slot machines and other 


gambling paraphernalia are 
outlawed in Navarro coun- 
ty."John K. Curington, crim- 
inal district attorney, made 
this statement late Monday 
•when asked by a newspaper 
reporter what bis attitude was to 
the 
widespread 
gambling 
alleg- 


ed to be carried on in Navarro 
and othc- counties of Texas. 
It was reported on good au- 


thority that the slot machines and 
ether gambling devices, including 
establishments in road house?,, had 
ben removed during the week-end, 
and when queried relative to this 
procedure, the criminal district at- 
torney said he understood that the 
machines were out ami added: 
"They must str.y out." 
The now state attorney said he 


was not boasting, bragging 
or 


threatening, 
but 
that he 
was 
elected to enforce the law—that 
he did not make the laws, but 
that ht was going to make an 
honest and fair effort to enforce 
all laws. 
Slot Machines Seized. 


When queried again on the slot 


machine situation, he said: 
"Two machines were seized by 


the sheriff during the week. I'm 
going to file complaints against 
the owner of the machines and 
will as;, the district judge to enter 
an order to destroy the seized ma- 
chines." 
Mr. Curington said if the sheriff 


makes arrests 
and 
brings 
the 
cases to him, he 
-will prosecute 


them, but said he did not Inten-l 
to lead raids personally, leaving 
that to the sheriff and other offi- 
cers. 
He pointed out that it. was the 


job of the officers to make the ar- 
rests, etc and it was his to do 
the prosecuting. 


Will Enforce Law. 


"I'm here to enforce the law," 


he said in a convincing manner. 
and from the 
reports 
prevalent 


among the persons involved In the 
slot machine business, they appar- 
ently believe the criminal district 
attorney "means business."

Monday. County officers have been 
heard to remark they believe the 
new prosecutor really "means bus- 
iness."

Depending On Memory.

torney McLaughlin in the Bronx 
th t you knew the abductors? 


A. I don't recollect. 
Reilly then shifted his line of 
attack. 


Q. Did you ever go out In a 


boat in connection wit this case 
blindfolded? 


A. On a boat, yes, but not 


blindfolded. 


Dr. Condon told Reilly he had 


been asked to go by steamer to 
Brockton, Mass., with a Samuel 
Leon and Leon's friend. 


Q. Did you ever stand on the

Reilly then awunp to trips Con-

Jafsie said he had no memory

them, requesting the detective to 
tell no one of giving him the 
photos. 


Condon made indignant denial 
of this.

The letters were accepted in 
evidence. 


Rellly then jumped to another 
angle.. 


Q. Do you recall two women 


calling on you at your home dur- 
ing the ransom negotiations? 


A. There 
were hundreds of 


them. 


Rellly then asked a 
woman 


named Mrs. Koren to stand up 
and come over to the witness 
stand for Condon to identify. • 


Jafsie Identified her as one who 


with a companion named Mrs. 
Busch had called on him. 


Q. Didn't you give Mrs. Busch 


these letters (referring to the pre- 
vious exhibits) and tell them they 
were in the handwriting of the 
kidnapers? 


A. No I did not. 
Q. Didn't you tell them you 


knew the kidnapers were four 
in name? 


A. I don't remember. 


Letters Not Read. 
Rellly asked if Mrs. Busch had 


not identified herself as a native 
of Flemlngton, by exhibiting bank 
checks. 


A. I don't remember exactly. 
"Jafsie" said that the woman 


had told him she had bought two 
farm plots near Hopewell, one of 
which she hopec. to-work herself. 


Wilentz demanded that the let- 
ters be read to the jury. 


"The contents are not so im- 


portant,' Rellly replied, "it's the 
handwriting. I will not have the 
letters read." 


Counsel then agreed that the 


contents had no reference to the 
Lindbergh case, but were intro- 
duced for handwriting evidence 
by the defense. 


Reilly started to ask if Dr. Con- 


don had been transferred from a 
public school where he had been 
principal In 1902 because of "con- 
duct unbecoming a gentleman be- 
cause of conduct with a woman 
teacher." 


"No Sir," snapped Condon while 


Wilentz objected.

DR. CONDON WAITED MONTHS 


TO TELL PUBLIC HE HAD AT 


LAST ENDED HUNT FOR JOHN

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 10.—(ff) 


—Dr. John F. Condon waited five 
months to tell the public that he 
had came to the end of his hunt 
for the collector of the Lindbergh 
kidnaping 
ransom 
because 
he 
"wanted to be fair." 


The 74-year-old Bronx educator 
said In an Interview, before re- 
turning to Flemlngton to testify 
today, that he knew his search 
was over when he 
confronted 


Bruno Richard Hauptmann in a 
New York police line-up the day 
after the carpenter's arrest. 


The police Rave out the inform- 
ation that "Jafsie" had "partly 
identified" the prisoner and Dr. 
Condon let it go at that 


When the time came yesterday 
to tell his story to twelve jurors 
and a court room jammed with 
tense, eager spectators, he was 
never at a losa for a word. 
"I wasn't any more nervous 


than I am now," said Dr. Condon. 
Knew Him at First. 


"I knew Hauptmann the first 


time I saw him in the Greenwich 
street police station, but I refused 
to identify him because it wasn't 
fair in the confusion that existed 
that night to do so without making 
further tests. 


"His 
accent, his manner, his 


features 
gave him away. How 


could I forget after sitting with 


bergh?" 


A. I did. 
That was an error. 


Q. Who was present when you 
opened the letter? 


A, Col. Breckenrldge. 
Q. And who else? Your daugh- 
ter? 


Rellly objected, but Condon an- 


swered: 


A. Yea, my daughter. 
Q. On the matter of your see- 


Ing Hauptmann during the bus 
ride In the Bronx, did you ask 
the driver to stop. 


A, Yes, but ho didn't stop. 


Wilentz asked Jafsie to explain

Bronx carpenter as John — the 
man the state says kidnaped and 
killed the Lindbergh baby, then 
collected the ransom—while the 
defense was equally determined 
to riddle the picturesque 74-year- 
old educator's testimony. 
"All-Day" Crossfire. 


"All day," was the curt answer 


of Edward J. Reilly, chief of de- 
fense counsel, when asked how 
long he planned to continue his 
cross-examination. 
The 
prosecu- 


tion expressed doubt the Inter- 
rogation would last that long. 


Reilly said he does not Intend 
to disclose/ today .the names of 
the four persons whom the de- 
fense contends did the kidnaping.

Hopkins of Gon- 
zales denouncing a recent article

the article.

that any payment had been made. 


The denial from the Bomberger 


home came from a brother of the 
"snatch" victim, who .refused to 
give his first name, and who de- 
clined to disturb the elder Bom- 
berge'r. 


"We didn't pay a -cent" the 


brother declared, adding ^t any 
further inquiries would have to 
be made ' 
the department of 


justice, whose agents were called 
into the case after young Bom- 
berger had been seized last Sun- 
clay night in Crawfordsville, Ind., 
where he attends Wabash college.

Turning his attention to the 


gambling statutes, Judge Callicutt 
said that if the newpapers were 
right, gamblin. 
is more preva- 
lent than ever in the past. He 
said that what the law is after 
is the one who is robbing the un- 
suspec '-ig of his (the victim's) 
funds. 
He referred to slot ma- 


chines and told the irvestigating 
branch of the court that any- 
thing whi^h was gambling should 
have careful and honest Investi- 
gation. 


"The 
crime 
of 
dishonesty is 


greater than ever 
before," 
the 
court said and he told the jury 
to give swindling and theft consid- 
eration. 


Drunken Drivers. 
Judge 
Callicutt 
charged 
the 


grand jury in strong terms on 
the prevalent driving of automo- 
biles by persons intoxicated. 
He 


declared it was dangerous and 
there was too much of it at the 
present time. He said that if a 
man took a drink of liquor, it 
was the mr. \'s business, but fast 
driving of ".utomobiles by persons 
intoxicated to any extent was a 
"menace" and no man's life is 
safe on the highway with an in- 
toxicated person driving a car. 


"I'm not a crank—but am a 


crank on reckless driving," the 
court -ontinued.

States were well informed about 
law and politics, and both young 
and old then took more interest 
in them than Ihe average person 
does today. 


Cannot Buy Justice. 


'We later got the wrong Im- 


pression that justice could be paid 
for with gold, but in recent years 
we have found this lo be wrong. 
Tho voting population cannot ex- 
pect a good country by merely 
electing good officers, nut this Is 
brought about only by the combi- 
nation and co-operation of good 
citizens and good officers," 
the 


speaker went on. 
"Similarly, young lawyers have 


been brought up to believe that 
they must win their cases, and 
that Iheir future election to higher 
offices depends upon Ihe number 
of men they have sent to the pen- 
itcntiary for life, or have gotten, 
capital punishment. I believe that 
the greatest thing I did while dis- 
rict attorney in Dallas, was t6 
give SOO suspended sentences—and 
I'm telling you now that not one 
of those fiOO young men have since 
that time been hailed into a court 
to face a charge," Mr. McCraw 
declared. 
"I believe that was a tribute to 


justice and to the laws of our 
land, but in the eyes of the peo- 
ple it was not that, simply be- 
cause the people are not Inter- 
eslcd, and looked at It from the 
wrong viewpoint. 
"It is not the people's fault, 
that they should look upon it in 
that light, because they have not 
taken enough interest to familiar- 
ize themselves with the right or 
wrong of the question. 


"Ten years from 
now 
your 


president. Franklin—D. Roosevelt, 
may bo the most popular man in 
the country, but he will always 
be remembered as a great man 
for one thine he did. That was 
to inspire confidence In the peo- 
ple 
In 
those times of 
stress. 


President Roosevelt in one of his 
first radio addresses let the peo- 
ple think that he was In Washing- 
ton doing things for .just them, 
and now those , people are taking 
more Interest In how the govern- 
ment is run," Attorney General 
McCraw declared. 


People- Show No Interest. 


"This confidence 
In stale and 
local governments Is lacking be- 
cause the people have not shown 
the interest In them, and because 
thoso in charge have not taken 
them Into their confidence," Mr. 
McCraw said. 


He recalled ho recent ngitallon 
of 
newspapers 
against 
the fee 


system, and showed why it was 
clumsy and a silly system. 
He 


said it was voted upon recently 
and passed "in a walk" merely 
because Ihe people were not in- 
lereslcd in it, and not because it 
was right. 


"You 
owe it to yourselves and 


to your posterity to become Inter- 
ested in these things," he went on. 


"If law has Ills don't blame it 


alone, because our problems are 
the problems of all—we do not live 
separate lives, but what one per- 
son does affects others—wo are a 
people who believe fundamentally 
that life is just an opportunity to 
do good to others," Mr. McCraw 
said. 


"Politics is a cruel business, but 
it is not so because we are mean 
men, 
hut because you don't take 


Ihe proper interest in it. 
The 


churches of America have done 
a great and patlrotic service by 
spreading Iheir teachings. 
Few 


of us are concerned with eternity, 
but only with our well-being of 
today. 
Too. faith of our fathers 


is good lo live by as wejl as good 
to die by," Attorney General Mc- 
Craw declared. 


He went on: 
"If every man 


would take enough interest in his 
government lo merely road and 
familiarize himself with the con- 
stitution of his country he would 
bo a better man in all nhases of 
his life, and would more clearly 
understand his responsibilities. If 
the government of this counlry is 
destroyed it will not be because it 
was faultily designed, but because 
the 
people arc 
ignorant of its 


functioning," the speaker declared. 
The attorney general exhorted 


his hearers and. the county to 
"turn your faces toward making 
our government what it ought to 
be. and only then will we remedy 
all the present ills. 
"You have 


many distinguished 
citizens in

the rolls of the Navarro county 
relief board on February 1, Under 
present plans those worthy of aid 
will be assumed as responsibilities 
of the Corsicana community with 
the social service organization as 
the distributing agency. 
- The list was presented to A. F. 
Mitchell late Monday afternoon by 
Miss Julia Callicutt, case work su- 
pervisor for the county, with the 
notation that the list was still sub- 
ject to revision as soon as

"borderline" 
cases were 
received from 
state 
headquarters at Austin. 


Analysis of List. 


Analyis of the list submitted 
showed a total of 319 cases involv- 
ing 886 persons who received $3,- 
147.10 in aid during the month of 
December. 
Of this number 25 
cases, - including 75 persons, were 
Jocated in communities outside of 
Corsicana, 
while the 
remaining 


294 cases were in Corsicana or 
its immediate vicinity. 


The breakdown of the list shows 
133 white cases with 436 individ-

TRUTH THAT ONE CAN KNOW * 


Blurted Out Impulsively, Rough Peter's De- 


claration of Jesus' Messiahship Marked a 
Great Hour In Lives of Both—An Epochal 
Scene at the Source of the JorclaiV 


Peep-hole glimpses of 
Peter's 


personality make up this quarter's 
Sunday School lessons. They are 
like the news flashes on a motion 
picture screen, which never tell a 
comrjlole story. Back of the sin- 
gle incident, wo must read the 
fuller biography of this immor- 
tal figure, who never lost the 
flavor of fish or the tans of the 
open air from his character. But 
every glimpse we have of him Is 
vivid and revealing:. 


Thi_s present scene is staged 


amidst, pathos. For. it was up at 
Caesarea Philippi, near 
Israel's 


outpost of Dan, that Jesus un- 
derwent what has been 
called 


"the Passion of the North." He 
there confronted His mission and 
the cross. All of the agony of 
what lay before Him weighed up- 
on His 
sensitive 
soul. 
Great 


loneliness beset Him, and 
Ho 


craved the fellowship and under- 
st.'.ndinjr of His intimate friends 
—who were so near physically, 
yet so remote 
in real 
under- 


standing—as He took them aside 
for what we nowadays call "a re- 
treat"." 


A I/onely leader's Yearning 


Tactfully and gradually, Jesus 


hegan to probe the degree of un- 
derstanding of Himself on 
the 


part of His friends. They had 
been long in close 
association. 


They had seen Him grow into a 
figure of greatness, the central 
personality of His little 
world. 


The country was afrog with ru- 
mors and oninions about Him. So, 
when the little band were away 
from the crowd, in intimate fel- 
lowship. Jesus, leading up to the 
real question that was in His 
heart, asked, "Who say the peo- 
ple that I am?" 


Of course, the answers reflect- 


ed the opinion of the countryside. 
Then came the query 
up 
to 


which the Master was 
leading: 


"But who say ye t.hat 
I 
am?'' 
What a world of misunderstand- 
ing, 
and of yearning to be fully 


known by those He loved best, 
that question implied! 


A Flash of Insight. 
Then up spoke impulsive Peter, 


whom Chrysostom 
called "the 


mouth 
of 
the 
apostles." This 


rough and impetuous disciple was 
often led Into blunders by his ar- 
dor; but he really was a man o£ 
spiritual Insight. On this -momen- 
tous occasion there came to him 
a flash of discernment, and hes- 
itating not an instant, to utter 
words full of solemn portent, he 
blurted 
out, "Thou 
art 
the 


Christ"—the long-predicted, long- 
awaited, heaven-sent Messiah, the 
Hope of Israel. 
In those amaz- 


ingly bold words, which 
must 


have caused uneasiness to some 
of the more timid of the group, 
who rtad been skirting around the 
edge of the awesome truth, but 
had neither the wisdom nor the 
courage to affirm it, Peter pene- 
trated to the core of the mystery 
of his Master's mission and per- 
sonality. 
How the words 
must 
have 


thrilled and heartened Jesus! 
It 


little mattered to Him what the 
world 
thought; and the 
people 


were not yet ready for the revcla- 
lion of this supreme truth; but, 
His sensitive spirit was gladden- 
ed by this proof of understand- 
ing on the 
part 
of those 
He 


loved best. It 
Is in the appre- 


ciation of those dearest to him 
that every man finds his great- 
est rewnrd :.nd happiness. 


AHer-thn-event 
recognition 
of 


greatness is easy and common. I 
rjnce knew an editor whose boas', 
was that he had "discovered" a 
famous 
writer, 
though 
he 
had 


never printed a linn of the au- 
thor's work until he had made 
£ood elsewhere. He conveniently 
forgot that he had refused to give 
Iho young man 
an opportunity 


when he was unknown. To Pet- 
er's everlasting credit bo, it re- 
corded that he gave the first full 
and "explicit recognition of Jesus 
as the Messiah, before anybody 
else was keen enough or brave 
enough to do so. 13enea.th that 
rouffh exterior of the impetuous 
fisherman 
beat 
a, great, 
fine 


heart.; and an essential greatness 
that could perceive greatness. 


rutting First Things First 


All iltis was long ago, in a part 


of Palestine that is more remote 
todav that It 
was 
then. 
Few 


travellers ever go upto this spot, 


whers the headwaters of the Jor- 
dan river burst forth from 
the 


foot of a mountain. The impor- 
tance of the theme prevents me 
from here reciting in detail mem- 
ories of this place of many and 
diverse meanings. 


Banias, whlgh is the present 


name of the spot, is truly holy 
ground. For there was most, fully 
proclaimed by Peter, and revealed 
by Jesus, the truth of the Mes- 
siah and His mission. Suppose 
we try to get definite hold of the 
significance of thjs, in Its pro- 
portions and relationships. 
Our 


day is flooded with vague talk 
about 
"religion." 
One 
"liberal" 


school treats it all so lightly that 
It regards one religion as being 
as good as another; and it would 
amalgamate them all. Whereas, if 
Chris'.lanity means anything at 
all it mcan.s that Jesus is the 
prophesied' world's 
Savior. 
His 


deity, seen and said by Peter, is 
the bed-rock foundation 
of 
all 


that the New Testament and of 
the 
whole 
Christian 
church 


teach. It Is the basis of 
our 


faith.' 


And, 
despite the questionings 


of the "intelecluals." the count- 
less host of Christians in 
all 


churches — Protestant, 
Roman 


Catholic, Greek Orthodox, Gre- 
gorian, Nestorian. Coptic, Jaco- 
bite and evey other group—are 
prim-idly loyal to Jesus, as God's 
Son and man's Savior. Even the 
most 
"liberal" preachers return 


to this simple faith when they 
stand beside the bier of the dead, 
01 lift their voices in prayer and 
hymn. 
Without the Divine Sa- 


viourhood of Jesus at its heart and 
as 
its 
foundation, Christianity 


would pass from 
the earth 
In 


two or three generations. 


On A Rock Foundation. 


Theologians have quibbled for 


nges over the words "pctros" and 
"pctiv," upon which the Master 
declared 
Ho would 
build 
His 


church. 
Roman 
Catholics 
say 


(liat.it was upon Peter himself 
that the church would be found- 
ed; Protestants say that it was 
upon the supreme 
truth 
which 
Peter stated. Our concern is that 
in either case the Messiahship of 
the Master was the real 
issue. 


There can be no true church that 
is not erected upon the 
truth, 


"Thou art the Christ, the Son ot 
the living God." Hungry human 
hearts, well aware of their own 
finfulness, are content with noth- 
ing less than a Savior. 


Probably Peter's own memory 


was lingering upon this scene at 
Caesarea 
Philippi 
when, 
long 


afterward, he wrote, in the pas- 
sage from his own letter which 
is part of the Lesson, "Ye a.lso, 
as living stones, are built up a 
spiritual house 
Behold, I 


lay in Zion a chief corner-stone, 
c-ect, precious: and he that be- 
lieveth on Him shall not be put 
to shame." Whatever the 
theo- 


logians might say, Peter 
knew 


that 
"that Rock 
was 
Christ." 


Ther.e is no other sure founda- 
tion for Christian faith. 


Nowadays many men are seek- 


ing to build the church on a new- 
er, "broader" basis. 
They mini- 


mize the thought of 
individual 


palva'ion, and stress the social 
aspects of religion. They would 
make the church a 
reforming 


agency, in the cause of peace, 
and 
welfare, and 
politics. 
Like 


a, celebrated statesman of 
the 


sixties, they "have no time for 
individuals." Therein they go on'- 
better than God, whose Son was
